SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectman,  Treasurer,  Tax  Col- 
lector, Town  Clerk,  Library  Treasurer,  Cemetery  Treasurer, 
Fire  Department,  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS

REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 
GEORGE  HOLMES  BIXBY  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

At  the  end  of  1969,  we  were  working  on  plans  for  classes 
and  story  hours  for  children.  So,  as  this  year  began,  we 
started  off  with  a  Winter  series  of  classes  in  Crewel  Em- 
broidery taught  by  Mrs.  Mary  Shaw  in  the  new  downstairs 
meeting  room.  Wliile  in  the  Reading  Alcove,  Mrs.  Connie 
Bicknell  held  greatly  appreciated  weekly  story  hours  for 
the  pre-school  children,  later  adding  movies  to  this  program. 
The  children  love  this  alcove  so  much;  on  any  Library  day, 
there  are  always  several  in  there  looking  at  their  books,  and 
perhaps  an  older  child  helping  a  younger  one  to  read. 

As  the  weather  grew  warmer,  lovely  shrubs  were  planted 
on  newly  seeded  lawns  in  memory  of  Dr.  William  B.  Rice 
who  was  a  great  friend  of  the  Library.  These  were  given  bv 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Louis  Wiederhold  and  their  family,  and  greatly 
enhance  the  building. 

In  the  Summer,  August  14th,  all  good  friends  of  the 
Library  gathered  at  Crotched  Mountain  Ski  Lodge  for  the 
Annual  Library  Bridge  —  Tea.

They  again  registered  their 
enthusiasm  for  the  Libran,"  and  the  Historical  Rooms. 

Miss  Ahce  Hall  \"er\-  generously  ga\-e  to  the  Library  a 
beautiful  still  Hfe  of  flowers  painted  by  George  L.  Xoyes. 
Mr.  Xoves  was  an  American  artist,  internationally  known 
and  of  the  Impressionst  School  of  Art.  He  spent  the  last 
vears  of  his  hfe  here  with  his  wife,  Mabel  who  w^as  Miss 
Hall's  sister,  To  honor  Miss  HaU,  a  reception  was  held  in  the 
Librar\"  on  November  25th.  Man\  friends  came  to  see  the 
paintins:  and  to  express  their  delight  and  appreciation  to 
her.  Miss  Hall  and  Miss  McKinlay  have  always  been  good 
friends  to  the  Libran.-  so  it  was  a  special  and  happy  occasion. 

The  Girl  Scouts  with  their  leader,  Mrs,  Barbara  Thuland- 
er  and  the  Brownies  with  Mrs.  Dottie  Hardwick  have  been 
meetins  at  the  Librar\-,  They  made  a  beautiful  creche  which 
thev  presented  to  the  Librarian  just  before  Christmas  and  it 
is  displaved  in  the  readins;  room  where  it  has  been  verv-  much 
appreciated. 

The  Librarian  has  attended  meetings  relative  to  Libran.- 
ser\-ice  in  Keene  and  Peterborough:  and  \^-ith  a  trustee  has 
been  to  Book  Selection  meetings  in  Keene, 
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As  an  affiliated  library  of  the  Statewide  Library  Develop- 
ment Program,  we  received  $100.00  for  books  for  our  refer- 
ence collection.  We  also  honor  the  Statewide  Library  Card 
which  went  into  effect  July  1.  Cards  are  issued  on  request 
to  patrons  of  good  standing. 

Some  of  the  improvements  to  the  building  have  been  the 
installation  of  fireplace  dampers  in  the  remaining  fire  places 
(one  to  go),  the  painting  of  ceilings,  and  particularly  the 
re-doing  of  the  stack  room  upstairs.  This  room  is  now  attrac- 
tive and  inviting.  There  are  also  new  stairs  on  the  back  of 
the  building,  the  old  ones  were  dangerous  and  had  to  be 
replaced.  We  also  have  an  outside  faucet  —  to  water  shrubs 
and  lawns.  One  unlooked  for  item  was  the  overflow  of  the 
toilet  which  necessitated  digging  up  of  the  pipe  line. 

Due  to  a  new  law,  we  learned  from  the  State  Library  that 
we  were  legally  obliged  to  pay  the  Librarian  at  least  the 
minimum  state  wage  as  of  February  1,  1969.  The  salary  and 
social  securitv  owed  for  those  eleven  months  of  1969  amount- 
ed  to  $192.13.  Additional  funds  were  granted  us  by  the 
Town  to  cover  this  expenditure. 

We  have  received  many  generous  gifts  and  a  great  deal 
of  help,  and,  while  it  is  almost  impossible  to  name  all  of  you 
and  to  thank  each  of  you  individually  here,  we  should  like  to 
mention  and  to  thank  especially  Mrs.  Betsy  Wiederhold  and 
Miss  Esther  Whittemore  who  come  regularly  to  help  charge 
out  books,  file,  type,  mend,  and  other  necessary  jobs. 

Our  heartfelt  thanks  to  you  all  and  sincerest  appreciation 
to  our  warm  and  generous  Librarian,  Mrs.  Inge  Anderson.

VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  the  time  that  has  passed  since  our  last  report,  the 
Francestown  VFD  has  worked  steadily  on  improving  the  ap- 
pearance and  the  available  facilities  in  the  firehouse. 

The  addition  of  a  kitchen  equipped  w^ith  a  stove,  a  sink, 
and  a  wall  oven  has  greatly  improved  the  Department's 
ability  to  cope  with  possible  emergencies  as  well  as  serving 
the  Town's  social  and  conference  room  needs.  The  Fire 
Company  has  spent  well  over  $1000.00  of  its  own  money  to 
accomplish  this  project.  Storm  windows  have  also  been 
added  recently.  The  first  floor  storage  and  toilet  facility 
have  been  given  a  more  finished  appearance.  The  Depart- 
ment has  also  purchased  additional  tableware  and  serving 
utensils  at  their  expense  to  better  serve  their  fund-raising 
affairs.  New  radio  communication  equipment  was  also  pur- 
chased in  1970  at  a  cost  of  $700.00.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

In  1970  forest  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area, 
quiet  in  part  because  of  your  continued  cooperation  and 
favorable  weather  conditions. 

Fires  that  did  occur  were,  for  the  most  part,  caused  by 
debris  burning,  children  and  smokers. 

The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  forest  fires  would 
drastically  change  this  picture-to  bring  about  this  change  we 
make  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  When  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  a  permit 
to  burn  must  be  obtained  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This 
permit  covers  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass 
burning,  as  well  as  garden  trash  and  brush  such  burning  is 
restricted  by  regulation  prior  to  9:00  a.  m.  and  after  5:00 
p.  m.  with  the  following  exceptions: 

Commercial  or  Industrial  burning  is  permissible  at  any 
time  under  normal  conditions  but  only  with  the  approval 
of  the  District  Chief  and  a  written  permit  from  the  Firest 
Fire  Warden. 

2.  Fires  caused  by  children  can  be  prevented  only  with 
the  complete  cooperation  of  parents  in  the  supervision  of 
their  children,  keep  matches  out  of  reach  of  children,  this 
action  will  help  to  prevent  fires  and  may  save  a  life,  the  life 
of  your  child.   Try  to  explain  this  to  your  child,  won't  you? 

3.  Forest  fires  caused  by  smokers  can  be  reduced  in  num- 
ber by  the  exercise  of  more  care  in  the  discarding  of  matches 
and  smoking  material  whether  from  a  vehicle  or  by  a  hiker. 
In  all  cases,  make  sure  that  the  butt  or  match  you  discard  is 
out,  dead  out.  Smokey  says,  "Thanks  for  your  help",  and 
invites  you  to  join  with  him  in  setting  a  good  example  for 
others  in  the  prevention  of  fires  and  the  protection  of  our 
environment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIAN 

Beautification  programs  for  the  town  included  the  re- 
painting of  the  street  end  of  the  Horse  Sheds  and  the  planting 
of  deciduous  shrubs  mider  the  supervision  and  financial  aid 
of  the  Village  Improvement  Society. 

Also  the  Trustees  and  users  of  the  Library  are  grateful 
for  the  planting  of  shrubs  and  reseeding  of  the  lawn  in  front 
of  the  George  Holmes  Bixby  Memorial  Library  by  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Louis  Wiederhold  and  family  in  memory  of  Dr.  William 
B.  Rice. 

In  June  the  New  England  Telephone  Co.  installed  a  new 
large  antenna  and  associated  transmission  equipment  at  the 
summit  of  Crotched  Mountain.  The  Company  uses  a  net- 
work of  microwave  stations  similar  to  this  one  to  transmit 
long  distance  phone  calls. 

The  reconstruction  of  Bible  Hill  Road  was  completed 
during  the  summer  months.  Road  No.  81  starting  at  the 
Second  New  Hampshire  Turnpike  has  been  further  extended 
and  surfaced  beyond  the  Hall's  residence. 

Some  years  ago  a  group  of  townspeople  worked  together 
to  provide  fire  equioment  and  to  excavate  some  of  the  fire 
holes  now  in  use.  There  are  eight  existing;  reservoirs  or  water 
holes  in  the  village,  all  usuable,  and  all  marked  with  iron 
rods  with  colored  tops.  These  holes  have  been  maintained 
by  the  "Village  Fire  Precinct."  At  a  meeting  held  in  July  it 
was  voted  bv  the  persons  on  whose  property  these  holes  are 
located  to  cede  all  their  assets  to  the  Town.  Further  action  is 
to  be  taken  on  this  at  the  1971  Town  Meeting. 

The  Tri-Town  Cooperative  kindergarten  which  has  met 
all  the  requirements  of  the  State  Dept.  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare  was  opened  for  the  first  time  on  September  14th 
at  the  Communitv  Church  of  Francestown  for  five  and  six 
vear  old  children  from  Bennington,  Greenfield,  and  Frances- 
town.  It  is  in  session  five  mornings  a  week  from  9  to  11:30 
where  the  children  learn  about  nature,  science,  art,  music 
with  field  trips  and  movies  at  the  George  Holmes  Bixbv 
Memorial  Librarv  and  have  the  use  of  the  elementary  school 
plavground  facilities. 

It  was  decided  bv  the  Village  Improvement  Society  at 
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its  October  meeting  that  the  skating  rink  on  land  owned  by 
Messrs.  Mac  Adam  and  KibUn  not  be  operated  this  year  be- 
cause of  the  difficulty  of  flooding.  However  the  society  felt 
strongly  about  providing  skating  facilities  for  the  children 
and  the  pond  once  known  as  the  "Bixby  Mill  Pond"  is  to  be 
kept  cleared  with  snow  blowers  and  proper  lighting  installed, 
the  cost  for  this  work  to  be  borne  by  the  Society. 

Crotched  Mountain  Ski  Area  was  purchased  by  the  N.  H. 
Industrial  Development  Authority  who  in  turn  sold  it  to 
Land/Vest,  Inc.  The  new  owners  plan  to  develop  the  moun- 
tain as  a  four  seasons  recreation  community. 

The  Town  Hearse  has  been  restored  by  Alfred  P.  Sawyer 
of  Jaffrey,  the  cost  of  which  was  underwritten  by  the  Village 
Improvement  Society.  The  Society  is  now  undertaking  the 
projects  of  restoring  the  Sleigh  Hearse  and  providing  suitable 
storage  space  in  the  Town  Horse  Sheds  for  those  pieces  of 
equipment. 

The  steeple  which  was  part  of  the  original  structure  now 
used  as  the  Community  Church  of  Francestown  was  re- 
moved in  December  because  of  its  deteriorated  condition. 

During  the  year  20  building  permits  were  issued : 
5  for  year  round  residences 
5  for  summer  camps 
10  for  additions 

The  State  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  De- 
velopment reported  the  1970  estimated  population  of 
Francestown  as  589.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BICENTENNIAL 
AND  TOWN  HISTORY  COMMITTEE 

Further  work  to  collect  material  for  the  Town  History 
was  undertaken  this  year.  The  questionnaire  circulated  to 
97  owners  of  the  older  houses  in  town  has  so  far  elicited  only 
27  replies.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  increase  the  percentage 
of  responses  so  that  an  accurate  appendix  about  these  houses 
can  be  compiled  and  included  in  the  new  history.  Mrs. 
Eleanor  Kiblin  has  undertaken  to  produce  a  map  of  the  town 
and  places  of  historical  interest,  and  members  of  the  commit- 
tee are  collecting  information  on  a  wide  range  of  subjects 
for  inclusion  in  the  history  —  from  the  schools,  mills,  farms 
and  shops  which  have  existed  in  the  town,  to  information  on 
the  clubs  and  societies,  the  fire  department  and  water  comp- 
any, and  the  arrival  of  such  public  facilities  as  electricity  and 
the  telephone. 

The  committee  has  chosen  to  hold  the  town's  bicentennial 
celebration  on  Labor  Day,  1972,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Improvement  Society's  festivities,  rather  than  on  June  8,  the 
actual  day  of  the  town's  incorporation  198  years  ago.  This 
will  husband  the  town's  human  and  financial  resources, 
while  enabling  us  to  have  a  three-day,  fun-packed  week-end 
in  which  the  entire  town  can  fully  participate.  Specific  plans 
for  the  occasion  will  begin  to  be  drawn  up  toward  the  end 
of  this  year,  although  groups  in  town  having  ideas  as  to  the 
role  they  would  like  to  play  in  these  celebrations  are  urged 
to  bring  them  before  a  member  of  the  committee  so  that  they 
can  be  discussed  and  placed  on  the  program  of  events.

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FRANCESTOWN  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Commission  was  represented  at  Earth  Day  activities 
on  April  22  at  Durham,  helping  with  an  exhibition  by  the 
New  England  Wild  Flower  Preservation  Society.  In  the 
Library,  we  had  a  display  of  books  and  materials  relative  to 
this  day. 

The  'roadside  clean-up'  was  organized  in  May  and  many 
children  and  adults  helped  pick  up  the  trash  that  is  so  un- 
concernedly thrown  out  to  litter  the  landscape. 

A  drive  was  begun  for  the  collection  of  dangerous  and 
polluting  pesticides  and  herbicides  (containing  DDT  etc.) 
There  is  a  barrel  in  the  Library  where  one  may  still  deposit 
such  materials,  wrapped  in  plastic.  The  contents  are  taken 
periodically  to  the  Pesticides  Control  Board,  Concord. 

We  are  participating  in  the  Piscataquog  Watershed 
Association,  New  Boston,  formed  last  Spring  to  preserve  the 
scenic  and  recreational  qualities  of  the  river  and  its  tributar- 
ies and  to  prevent  pollution.  Since  Francestown  is  located 
in  the  watershed,  it  should  be  of  concern  to  all  of  us. 

At  the  Annual  Conservation  Commissions  Meeting, 
November  17,  in  Bedford,  it  was  voted  to  form  the  New 
Hampshire  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions.  This 
is  a  voluntary,  non-profit  unincoi'porated  Association.  The 
purposes  are  to  aid  commission  members  in  better  discharg- 
ing their  duties  under  RSA  36A  and  to  facilitate  communica- 
tions and  mutual  cooperation.  It  would  be  a  source  of  en- 
vironmental information  including  legislation  and  help 
commissions  in  their  contacts  with  regulatory  and  resource 
agencies,  and  help  to  provide  financial  assistance.  Based  on 
population,  the  dues  for  the  Francestown  Conservation 
Commission  are  $20.00  a  year. 

Because  open  burning  of  dumps  will  be  finally  prohibited 
in  1975,  the  New  Boston  Commission  invited  Mont  Vernon 
and  Francestown  to  join  a  discussion  of  problems  of  waste 
and  garbage  disposal  and  possible  solutions. 

We  are  working  on  maps  showing  land  use;  an  index  of 
ODen  lands  and  wet  lands;  and,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Piscataquog  Watershed  Association,  a  map  showing  owner- 
ship of  land  along  the  river. 
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In  addition,  we  are  interested  in  keeping  the  Dam  as  an 
asset  to  the  Town,  and  we  would  hke  to  help  in  its  repair 
and  maintenance. 

As  individuals,  we  continue  to  give  the  Library  member- 
ships in  The  Audubon  Society  of  New  Hampshire  and  the 
New  England  Wild  Flower  Preservation  Society  (Library 
belongs  to  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire 
Forests)  whose  publications  are  of  prime  conservation 
importance. 

The  Commission  meets  on  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  in  the  Library  and  welcomes  your  attendance.
